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As  last  year,  the  vital  statistics  reflect  a most  satisfactory 
state  of  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  Borough.  The  birth 
rate  increased,  to  continue  well  above  the  national  figure.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  and,  more  importantly,  the  perinatal 
mortality  rate  were  reduced  to  figures  well  below  the 
national  ones.  Although  it  would  be  unwise  to  draw  any  firm  con- 
clusions from  these  statistics,  they  would  seem  to  be  evidence 
of  the  care  exercised  by  the  family  doctors,  the  hospital  services, 
the  local  domiciliary  services  and  not  least  by  the  mothers 
themselves.  No  mother  died  in  childbirth  during  the  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  does  not  really  call  for 
comment  beyond  the  fact  that,  with  the  attenuation  of  many 
diseases  by  immunisation,  many  very  mild  attacks  pass  unnoticed 
and  unnotified.  In  what  was  anticipated  to  be  a measles  year,  214 
cases  notified  can  be  considered  as  not  exceptional.

Clearance

87  families  were  rehoused  from  existing  clearance  areas  and 
50  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished.  At  the  end  of

A report  on  seven  areas  of  predominantly  sub-standard  housing 
was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  August.  These  areas,  together  with 
a number  of  smaller  areas,  contain  about  700  houses. 


Improvement 

71  applications  for  Housing  Improvement  Grants  were 
approved  during  the  year.  Most  of  these  were  made  by  owner- 
occupiers.  In  the  Larkhill/Newport  Street  area,  where  there  are 
about  60  houses  suitable  for  improvement,  a publicity  campaign  to 
encourage  householders  to  take  advantage  of  Improvement  Grants 
was  organised  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Most  of  the  house- 
holders were  visited,  application  forms  and  leaflets  were  distributed, 
and  a mobile  exhibition  was  stationed  in  the  area,  but  by  the  end  of 
the  year  only  six  applications  had  been  received. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  asked  for  a report  on  the  number 
of  cottage-type  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation  which  might  be 
suitable  for  improvement.  The  report,  presented  in  October, 
showed  that  69  such  houses  could  be  considered. 

A subsequent  report,  made  in  November,  showed  that  out  of 
a total  of  9,433  houses  in  the  Borough,  2,441  (about  26%)  had  no 
bath. 


Repair 

559  visits  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  tenanted  houses  requiring 
repair  and  enforcing  compliance  with  notices  served  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts.  Action  by  the  Department  resulted  in  repairs 
being  carried  out  at  172  houses  during  the  year. 


Building 

85  new  dwellings  were  erected  in  1967,  58  by  the  local 
authority  and  27  by  private  builders.  The  numbers  of  new 
dwellings  built  in  each  year  since  1953  are  shown  in  Table  3.

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CARAVANS 

No  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year  from  travelling 
caravan  dwellers.  The  five  established  showmen’s  caravan  sites 
remained  in  use,  and  planning  consent  was  given  for  a sixth. 
Sanitary  arrangements  on  three  of  these  six  sites  were  improved 
during  the  year,  but  many  of  the  caravanners  still  use  pail  closets. 


CLEAN  AIR 

1967  was  a busy  year  in  this  section  of  the  Department.  In 
February  the  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order  was  declared,  followed 
in  June  by  the  No.  3 Order.  Both  these  Orders  were  confirmed 
later  in  the  year  and  will  come  into  operation  in  July,  1968. 


The  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Order,  which  was  confirmed  in 
October,  1966,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  June.  In  this 
Area  107  applications  for  fireplace  conversion  grants  in  privately- 
owned  houses  were  dealt  with,  and  conversions  were  done  in  most 
of  the  800  Council-houses  in  the  Area.  There  were  169  fireplace 
conversions  in  privately-owned  houses,  and  the  average  grant  paid 
was  about  £42  per  house.  In  all  cases  grants  were  assessed  in 
accordance  with  a Schedule  prepared  by  the  South  East  Lancashire 
and  North  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 


The  total  number  of  houses  under  smoke  control  when  the 
Nos.  2 and  3 Orders  come  into  operation  will  be  about  1,260.  A 
further  1,300  houses  will  be  covered  in  the  No.  4 Area,  for  which 
the  necessary  survey  started  in  September. 


During  the  year  108  smoke  observations  were  made  on  industrial 
chimneys,  particular  attention  being  given  to  those  in  or  near 
Smoke  Control  Areas.  On  a number  of  occasions  action  was  taken 
to  require  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisance  caused  by  the  burning 
of  rubbish  and  industrial  waste. 


A proposal  to  discharge  fumes  from  a school  boiler-house  into 
an  existing  chimney  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory  because 
the  chimney  was  too  low.  Representatations  were  made  to  the 
architects  and  a new  chimney  of  sufficient  height  was  constructed. 
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Daily  measurements  of  air  pollution  were  made  throughout  the 
year  in  two  parts  of  the  Borough.  One  of  the  sites  (Avondale 
Road)  is  in  the  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Area.  Monthly  average 
readings  for  1967  together  with  annual  average  readings  for  eight 
years  are  given  in  Table  5. 


A Clean  Air  Handbook  was  published  during  the  year,  and 
copies  were  distributed  to  householders  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
A Clean  Air  show-house  in  the  No.  1 Area,  was  open  to  the 
public  for  two  weeks  in  February,  and  a mobile  Clean  Air  Exhibi- 
tion visited  the  town  in  May.

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FOOD 

In  1967,  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  1,268  visits  to  food 
premises  in  the  Borough.  These  included  general  inspections  of 
food  shops,  warehouses,  restaurants,  cafes,  canteens,  market  stalls 
and  vehicles,  as  well  as  visits  to  examine  unsound  food,  and  for 
milk  and  ice-cream  sampling  and  registration  purposes. 

Frequent  visits  to  the  town's  Market  were  made  during  the 
year  to  ensure  that  food  traders  were  complying  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  which 
came  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  co-operation 
with  the  County  Council  Education  Department,  inspections  were 
made  of  school  kitchens  in  the  Borough. 


In  the  year  under  review,  the  following  foodstuffs,  after 
examination  at  shops  and  warehouses,  were  found  for  various 
reasons  to  be  unfit  for  consumption  and  were  surrendered  and 
destroyed  : 

Tinned  foods  3661  lbs. 

Meat  354  lbs. 

Frozen  foods  318  packets 

Officers  of  the  Lancashire  County  Health  Department  are 
responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  relating  to  adulteration  and  labelling  of  food.  For  this  purpose, 
these  officers  took  184  samples  in  the  Borough  during  1967. 
Particulars  of  these  samples  are  given  in  Table  6. 


Table  7 shows  the  number  of  different  types  of  food  premises 
in  the  Borough.  At  the  end  of  the  year  32  premises  were  registered 
in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  of  certain 
specified  foods. 


Table  8 shows  the  number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported 
annually  in  England  and  Wales  since  1957.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  latest  figure  available  (1966)  was  the  lowest  for  ten  years.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  statutory  register  of  premises  used 
for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  storage  of  ice-cream  contained  the 
names  of  2 manufacturers  and  152  dealers.  80  visits  and  inspec- 
tions were  made  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice-cream.  16  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.

MILK 

The  Council’s  register  of  milk  distributors  contained  151  names 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Most  of  these  are  shopkeepers,  the  majority 
of  whom  sell  sterilised  milk.  Three  farmers  in  the  Borough  are 
licensed  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  milk  producers. 
During  the  year  samples  of  raw  milk  from  two  of  these  farms  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  organisms  and  Orders  were  issued 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  requiring  the  farmers  to 
have  their  milk  pasteurised  before  sale.  Further  samples  were 
taken  to  enable  the  infected  cows  to  be  identified  and  removed 
from  the  herds.  Altogether  70  milk  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination. 


With  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis,  many  members  of 
the  public  seem  to  be  under  the  impression  that  farm  bottled  milk 
from  tuberculin  tested  herds  is  safe  to  drink.  Not  always.  Human 
cases  of  brucellosis  in  both  children  and  adults  have  come  to  notice. 
The  only  safe  milk  is  one  which  has  been  heat  treated,  i.e. 
pasteurised  or  sterilised. 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  is  one  small  private  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the 
Borough,  where  621  cattle  and  718  sheep  were  slaughtered  during 
the  year.  Carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  were  examined  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  accordance  with  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations.  The  animals  slaughtered  were  generally 
of  good  quality  and  evidence  of  disease  was  rarely  found.  Details 
are  given  in  Table  9. 


The  widespread  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  which 
occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  with  consequent  restrictions 
on  the  movement  of  animals,  resulted  in  more  meat  inspection 
work  than  usual  having  to  be  done  outside  the  Inspectors’  normal 
working  hours. 


Altogether,  259  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  were  made  during 
the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Every  house  in  the  town  has  a piped  supply  of  mains  water 
supplied  by  Bolton  Corporation.  The  water  is  derived  from 
upland  gathering  grounds  and  is  filtered  and  treated  before  going 
into  supply.  It  is  soft  in  nature  and  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered  water  are  regularly  subjected 
to  full  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis.  Special 
examinations  and  analyses  are  made  as  circumstances  require. 

During  1967,  690  samples  of  raw  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis,  and 
6 to  full  chemical  analysis  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply.  In 
addition,  1,482  samples  of  filtered  and  treated  water  received 
bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis  and  9 
full  chemical  analysis.  Results  showed  that  the  filtered  and 
treated  water  was  of  excellent  quality,  B.Coli  being  absent  in 
98.31%  of  the  potable  water  samples  tested. 

No  special  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any 
form  of  contamination.  From  tests  made  the  water  was  shown  to 
have  no  significant  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  public  water  mains  afforded  a direct  supply  to  a popula- 
tion of  approximately  26,700  persons  living  in  Farnworth.  No 
supply  was  afforded  to  dwelling  houses  by  standpipe. 

In  1967,  124  yards  of  2in.  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to 
new  houses,  20  yards  of  4in.  water  main  were  laid  to  existing 
houses,  and  23  yards  of  3in.  and  11  yards  of  4in.  water  main 
were  laid  to  other  development  in  the  Borough. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 

There  were  122,092  admissions  to  the  Baths  in  1967.  11,282 

people  used  the  slipper  baths,  106,296  the  swimming  pool,  and 
there  were  4,514  spectators. 

24  samples  of  water  from  the  swimming  pool  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Two  samples  taken  after  a break- 
down in  the  filtration  plant  showed  a higher  bacteria  count  than 
usual,  but  all  other  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 
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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Apart  from  pail  closets  on  showmen's  caravan  sites,  and  one 
at  a farm  where  connection  to  the  sewer  is  impracticable,  all 
sanitary  accommodation  in  the  Borough  is  on  the  fresh  water 
system.  There  are  no  waste  water  closets. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Cleansing  service,  under  the  control  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  maintained  collections  of  domestic  and 
trade  refuse  throughout  the  year.  About  10,560  dustbins  are 
emptied  weekly.  The  Corporation  supplied  511  new  dustbins 
during  the  year. 

All  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Darley. 
Consideration  is  being  given  to  a proposal  to  join  with  a neighbour- 
ing authority  in  a scheme  for  refuse  disposal  by  incineration. 


SEWERAGE 

Reconstruction  of  most  of  the  town’s  main  sewerage  system, 
which  began  early  in  1966,  continued  throughout  the  year.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  all  the  major  works  were  completed,  including 
several  lengths  of  large  diameter  sewer  laid  in  tunnel  and  work  was 
proceeding  on  branch  sewers  and  connections.  When  the  re- 
construction is  completed,  practically  all  the  town’s  sewage  will 
flow  to  the  Bolton  and  District  Sewerage  Board's  Works  at  Ringley 
where  it  undergoes  purification  before  discharge  into  the  River 
Irwell.  The  reconstruction  scheme  includes  screening  plant  at 
two  points  (Hall  Lane  and  Clammerclough)  which  deal  with  storm 
overflow  outfalls.  This,  and  other  improvements  incorporated  into 
the  system,  will  ensure  that  a minimum  of  untreated  sewage  will 
discharge  into  open  water,  even  during  storm  conditions. 

DRAINAGE 

Drainage  works  at  Council-owned  property,  including  new 
drainage  on  Council  estates,  are  supervised  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department.  All  other  drainage  works  and  alterations 
carried  out  during  the  year  were  inspected  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  smoke  or  water  tests  being  applied  where  practicable. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Although  plans  for  Town  Centre  Redevelopment  came  nearer 
to  fruition  during  the  year,  no  definite  decision  on  a new  central 
public  convenience  was  made. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION 

The  treatment  of  infestations  of  rats,  mice  and  other  vermin 
engaged  the  full-time  services  of  the  rodent  operative  throughout 
the  year.  He  dealt  with  205  surface  rat  infestations,  133  infestations 
of  mice,  and  88  complaints  of  insects  etc.  800  sewer  manholes  were 
treated  for  rat  infestation  by  a specialist  firm,  using  fluoracetamide. 

Details  of  inspections  and  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  are  given  in  Tables  10  and  11.

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STAFF 

A full  complement  of  staff  was  maintained  in  the  Department 
for  most  of  the  year.  One  Public  Health  Inspector  was  engaged 
almost  wholly  on  smoke  control  duties  ; this  also  entailed  additional 
administrative  and  clerical  work.  There  were  twice  as  many  visits 
to  smoke  control  areas  as  in  1966,  and  smoke  observation  visits  also 
doubled.  Rodent  control  visits  were  substantially  less  than  in 
1966.  Table  15  shows  the  total  number  of  visits  made  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  in  1967. 


During  the  year  the  pupil  Inspector,  Mr.  John  Tunstall, 
completed  his  training,  qualified,  and  left  to  take  up  an  appointment 
with  another  authority.
